Louisville, Ky., May 11. — The New Louisville 
Jockey Club and its patrons, thousands of them, 
experienced disappointment today in the mat- 
ter of weather and track conditions for the 
forty-fourth running of the Kentucky Derby. 
The morning dawnixi bright and clear. But 
shortly after seven o’clock the sky became 
overcast and by 8:30 the rain was {touring 
down. It was steady and heavy until shortly 
after 1 o’clock. When it ceased, there was an 
occasional feeble attempt of the sun to kiss 
away the dampness on stands and lawns and 
the rye grown infield of verdent Churchill 
Downs, but it was all to no purpose, for the 
race was decided over the muddiest course any 
Derby since that won by Worth in 1912. 

In spite of the weather and track conditions, 
there was a tremendous attendance. Perhaps 
it was neither the largest nor the smallest 
crowd in the history of the organization, of 
which former Mayor Charles F. Grainger has 
the honor of being president and Col. Matt J. 
Winn the distinction of being general manager, 
but the fact remains that, by the records of the 
hotels and statements of {leople who keep tab 
on such things, there was probably a wider 
representation of the cowitry in t^ throng, 
than on any previous Derby day. Tliere were 
{leople here, . it was jaid by the management, 
from neariy every state in the union. Also 
there were men from Canada, France and Eng- 
land. Colonel Vennie made the statement that 
the number of guests in the Seelbach hotel last 
night was 1,107, as compared with 800 the 
night before the 1917 Derby. 

NATIONAL ANTHEM AT START. 

The ususl scenes and activities attended the 
preliminaries to the racing and the usual bustle 
was evident in the stand, club house, betting 
pavilion, paddock and on the lawns. As the 
horses came from the paddock to the track 
in the parade to the |X)st for the opening race, 
the band struck up the national anthem and at 
the same moment the stars and stri()es were 
run up to the top of the tall flag mast in the 
center field. Every one stood, the soldiers who 
had come in goodly numbers from Camp Zach- 
ary Taylor at attention and male civilians with 
their heads uncovered. Two of the jockeys, 
Frank Murphy and Lee Blink, took off their 
caps when they heard the strains of “The Star 
Spangled Banner” and saw “Old Glory” float- 
ing to the breeze, a re.splendent guarantee of 
the freedom of the nation, in the big throng 
were many in the Unitetl States imifomi, for- 
merly identified with racing. George Swain, 
who rode many winners; C. C. Fry, a former 
owner; ‘Tony the Mex,” known on most race 
tracks and a near relative to Pancho Villa ; Bob 
Dundon, former sporting editor of the Louis- 
ville Times and an authority on racing and 
many others, were kept busy shaking hands 
w'ith a host of racing men that they number 
as friends. 

Major General Hale, commandant of Cam{) 
Zachary Taylor, acconi|ianied by Major General 
McLaughlin of the British army, occu{>ied van- 
tage {mints in the reserved box section and took 
a keen interest in the Derby and attending in- 
cidents. Thousands of other officers and men 
of the army were also cons{>icuous and en- 
joyed their outing to the utmost. 

GOVERNOR STANLEY ARRIVES. 

Earnest that our fighting forces and their 
allies will make the world safe for democracy 
and, just at the moment of the good old flags 
a.scendancy, the sun shone out from behind the 
vanishing clouds, until it was bright enough to 
cast .shadows from the trees and shrubs U{xm 
the lawn. While the band was playing the 
national mr. Governor and Mrs. O. A. Stanley 
arrived. They occupied a box set apart for 
them and there met during the afternoon many 
friends, who came that way through the 
crowded stand to pay their respects. 

The public made a {iro{ier selection when 
S<{ueeler was backed into favoritism for the 
o{iening race, but he had to be hard ridden to 
withstand the challenging Sedan, with Rifle 
finishing third. 

Regain, favorite for the second race, won 
easily, the start being greatly to her advantage. 

It seemed as if seven or eight thousand {ar- 
sons ent^rd the grounds from the start of the 
first race to the conclusion of the sei’ond and 
still they came. Information from the gates 
was to the effect that hundreds were standing 
in line to get tickets and pay their war tax, 
ats the homes were going to the post. 



For the third race, which produced such a 
thrilling finish that the vast throng broke into 
prolonged cheering, ending in a mighty shout 
as Bradley’s Choice, the favorite, masterfully 
ridden by D. Connelly, the pilot of Regalo in 
the previous race, got down to the finish a head 
better than Butterscotch II., which seemingly 
had the race safs when they turned into the 
stretch. 

A1 Austin elected to start Jim Heffering in 
the Governor’s Handicap at one mile, rather 
than in the Derby, but the smart set had little 
fancy for an 3 rthing other than Fruit Cake and, 
under the guidance of the same D. Conneily, 
she simply cantered home, with Grundy in 
second place and Jim Heffering third. 

Now came the race of the day — the race of 
the western year. To make the going better for 
the eight starters, track su{>erintendent Tom 
Young had it “floated” writh a ax mule drag. 
Assistant Manager Harry Breivogel, who came 
to the (>res8 stand to witness the race, said 
U{M)n being asked as to the size of the crowd: 
‘We haven’t, of course, had time to check up, 
but the general impression is that it is much 
larger than last year. If that is any indication, 

I may tell you that up to the present moment, 
the business in the pari-mutuel department 
had been the heaviest on record.” 

PARADE TO THE POST. 

Governor A. O. Stanley and Major, General 
McLaughlin of the British army, went to the 
judges’ stand with General Blanager Winn, 
and General William B. Haldeman and stood 
on the deck writh president Charles F. Grainger 
and judge Charles F. Price, during the running 
of the big race. The parade to the {lost was in 
the following order: Escoba (Notter), Viva 
America (Warrington), Sewell Combs (Gentry), 
War Cloud (Loftus), Exterminator (Knapp), 
Lucky B. (McCabe), American Eagle (Sande) 
and Jas. T. Clark (Bloiys). The parade started 
at 5 :13. The post was reached at 5 :19 and they 
were off at 5:21, with Viva America first to 
a{){)ear. The start was a good one. Viva Ameri- 
ca rushed into the Isad with the others well 
grou{xxl as they passed the stand. She main- 
tidn^ the lead around the first turn along the 
backstretch until the end of the first three- 
quarters, where Escoba took the lead, followed 
by Exterminator. They turned in to the stretch 
with Escoba leading the son of McGee — Fair 
Empress by a head, with Viva America in 
third {)lacc. Down the stretch they came — 
Escoba and Exterminator — head and head, 
steadily drawing away from the others. About 
two hundred yards out from the finish, Ebt- 
terminator forged to the front and won by a 
length from Eserba, with Viva America third, 
eight lengths back. War Cloud, fourth; Lucky 
B., fifth; Jas. T. Clark, sixth; Sewell Combs, 
seventh, and American Eagle last. The time 
was 2:10%, and the value of the race to the 
owner of the winner, Willis Shaiqie Kilmer, 
who purcha.sed him last week at Lexington to 
be “a trial horse for Sun Briar,” was $14,700. 
Exterminator was bred by F. D. Knight near 
Nicholasville and was broken and trained by 
J. C. Milam, who sold him to Kilmer. He was 
saddled for the Derby by Henry McDaniel. It 
was dark when the last of the crowd got to the 
city. 

j KILMER HORSES LEAVE FOR EAST. 

The Willis Shan>e Kilmer horses, in charge 
of trainer Heiirj’ McDaniel, are leaving here to- 
night for Aqueduct and are to race at Jamaica. 
“Sun Briar looks and is acting as well as any 
horse I ever trained.” said McDaniel this noon. 
“Had Mr. Kilmer been here Monday morning 
to see him work when the track was fast, 
he in all probability would be starting in the 
Kentucky Derby today, had the track remained 
fast. But Mr. Kilmer could not get here Mon- 
day and the w'ork was deferred until Tuesday. 
Meanwhile it rained. His performance was not 
as satisfactory as we thought it should have 
been and wc finally decided not to start him.” 

J. C. Milam, after scratching Solly, said: “I 
know he cannot run in the mud, so he’ll stay 
in the barn, but the others will wear the 
colors.” Milam, before the opening of the Lex- 
ington meeting, was counted u{)on to head the 
list of winning owners at his home town, but 
the mud of the first days s{>oiled his chances in 
that respect, for he has a fast traek stable this 
year. At that, Milam won a gmsily share of the 
distribution.

— The Green Spriiis Val- 
ley St«*«*!ih*<*liase was the stellar attraetioa i»ffere«l 
by the ^Iar.vlau)l Jis-key t'hih this aftermsin at 
I’iniliisi and ev«*ry uisik aud corner of Marylainl’s 
most jMiiiiilar r.i<-iiii; cmirse was crowdt*d. the mem- 
bers of tlie various hunt ciubs. and adherents of 
the cross -i-ountry s;iort being strongly re|ires«*nt'*d 
in the clubhouse contingent. Every box was fill<*4l 
and the grandstand was a seething mass of hii- 
luaiiity. Clear skies and warm weather comhim*il 
to make it an ideal day for outdoor sport. The 
track was at its best and speculation in the niii- 
tuels the lieaviest of tlie meeting. 

Fifteen of the best jumpers in the country went 
to the tiost in the Green Spring Valley Steeple- 
chase and. surprising as it may seem, all flfte«-ii 
finisheil the course. Brooks, the Manly Meiiiecial 
winner of last year, was favorite, but never fig- 
ured prominently. 

The winner came from the stable of W. A. ITlmc. 
his Ort Wells mare. Belie of Bryn Mawr taking 
the lead going to the last fence ami gamely held lier 
advantage to the end. Tmmpator was second and 
Captain Parr third. Silver Itart was eoupleil with 
the winner and set the imee until her stahlemate 
joined the last time around, then dropiicd back. 
Captain Parr’s race was a good one. He forciil tin* 
|iaee all the way and only tired near tlie end. 
It was one of tlie best contests over the jumps 
seen In years and cauglit the big crowd’s fancy 
judging from the applause h€*stowe«l on tia* winner 
and her rider as they returned to the scales. The 
winner’s portion of tlie stake was M.H50, the sscoml 
horsi? receiving $1,000, the third $500 and the 
fourth $250.

HORSE MAY BE DETERMINING FACTOR 

F- K. Sturgis Points Out Hucessity of Its Produo- 
tion as Yalnablu Asset in Winning the War. 

New York, May 11. — ‘"Tlie annoiineenient by a 
Gennan military exin'rt,’’ said Frank K. Sturgis, 
ehuinnaii of the JiM'key Club’s Breeiliiig Bureau, 
’’that the failure of their recent drive was due to 
a lack of horsi'K, should carry Its own lesson and 
I'onviiie,' even the most t-onflrmed skeptic that there 
are isuiditious in this great world struggle where 
the horse as well as the man of blood plays the 
dominant part. 

“It Is agreed by the most eminent authorities 
that cavalry has saved the day on nianj- oeeusions 
on the western front. Prof. Rols'rt Wallai-e of the 
University of Eiliiihiirgh, who Is Great Britain’s 
foremost authority on liorse bis'cding. in a re»-ent 
letter to a friend in this country, stated that at 
the Marne, general|,v isincedod to ii.-ivi' been one 
of the eriieial isiints in the war, 14,000 British cav- 
alry ronteil a German fons' of almost three times 
their niimlK'r. The superiority of tlie Englisli Iiorses, 
niaiiy of which were clean-bred, and none of them 
less than half-hns], having bi'cn reeniifeil from the 
racing and hunting stable of British s|iortsnien, 
was ri'siMinsible for tliis splendid acliievement. The 
wonderful quality of the English straight- bred and 
half-bred horses that have worked in the field 
artillery of the Eiiglisb Expeditionary forces in 
France, has been the admiration of all who have 
observed them. Many of tlie progeny of thorough- 
bred sires mated with Suffolk Parrish mares have 
made grand rei'ords. 

“England was unprepared in many ways when war 
was declared. Slie would have been in sad straits 
for cavalry but for the material which was thus 
obtained for remount punioses. More_ tlian 17.0U0 
head of eraek horses in priiiit* condition for hard 
work were uvailalde at oiu-e, Is'causc of the fact 
that the British have long been devoted to the turf 
and hiiiitiiig field. While Germany had_ built a 
liorse fabric of remarkable quality, their native 
mares, lairtieiilarly tliose in the marsli regions of 
the empire, did not have the same flint-like quality 
of bone that has made Irish dams in liartieiilar 
so famous, and in tlic hour of trial they were unable 
to stand the strain against animals from stock 
nurtured in a limestone country. That and the 
extra cross of warm blood accounted for the superi- 
ority of the British cavalry. To again quote I’rof. 
Wallace, ’it was demonstrated that a cross of 
lihstd is wortli ail inch of bone.* 

“Tlie frequent and siKs-essful employment of 
cavalry, espei-ially in the rough i-oiiiitry, in this 
campaign has settled forever the question of neces- 
sity of army horse-breediug. 

“England lud uo nettluil pl«a for Ute production 



of liorses of the army type until CoT. Hall Walker 
donated his famous Tiilly 8tud to tin' nation. The 
successes achieved by tlie British cavalry have 
brought a realisation of tlie value of the gift, and 
it is significant that there is to be a greatly 
augmented program in racing tests for tb«' current 
season in England, and that animals from the 
National Stud will he given a elianee to demonstrate 
their fitness to reproduce themselves. 

AWAKEHING HEBE IK THIS COTTHTBT. 

“While we in the Uniteil States, wlio believe in 
the horse of bhaal and his aUIity to improve all 
the otlier grades, have had long to wait for reeogni 
tion by the country at large, there are signs that 
the question of the prodnetion of army remounts 
will be sliortly given the consldemtion it deserves. 
It is a health}' indication to find the matter he. 
ing discussed in the pnblie prints. It would apiiear 
that a majority of onr experts favor the metlMsI 
of sending thorongbbreil stallions into t-ommunities 
where horses of the proper type are to be found. 
This is the plan pursued by the Jockey t'lnb’s 
Bureau of Breeiling, and wherever trieil its sm-is-ss 
has been demonstratml. This is iiartienlarly true 
of the Genessee Valley district, where tlie work 
lias been in exceedingly skillful hands; the Genes- 
see Valley Breeders’ Association having gone about 
the work in a thorough and painstaking fashion. 

“Breeding enthusiasts outside of this state, to 
which onr original efforts were ronfini'il. have ap- 
liealeil to ns for horses and it is a matter of rei-ord 
that those sent to Pennsylvania. Marylaml. 5’irginia 
ami Ohio, while a few in nninber, have in every in- 
stance demoiistrateil their prepotem-y by im|H-oving 
every type with which they have come" in contact. 
Witlioiit any subsidy or grant, save the <M-eusional 
gift of some mares from friends to aid in the 
work, progress has been slow, but like all true 
missionaries we have been iiispireil by the fact that 
gooil must (s>me in the end. 

“The breeiling season is now at its height.” said 
Mr. Sturgis in eonelusion. “and every farmer ami 
liorse breeder in the i-ountry should !<ee to it that 
bis mnn-s an' given a elianee to help relieve .the 
draft nimie uisin ns by the war. Mon> than one 
million hurst's have gone abriKid, and they must be 
replai'cd. Tlie better the t.viie. the greater Hie 
effielem-y, and now is tho time to pnifit by former 
mistakes. Horse pruiiiiction is e<|nally as im|M>rtant 
as <-rup pnaliietion. Uonininiiities whieh liaven’t 
slnw of till' pnoNT tyiH' slionld make tlieir wants 
known thruiigli their state or feilenil repn'senta- 
tives. The horse may yet be a determining factor 
in the winning of the war.”
